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Lake County will need in the neigh 
borhood of 5000 bushels of seed corn to 
'plant n normni crop in 1918. Late re- 
. porta from oyer 3U0 formers in the 
county indicate that we huye leas than 
one-third of the needed supply of seed. 
Sorr.e of the farmers that- have report- 
ed are not absolutely sure at the pres- 
ent time that their seed will grow. 
Testa made bv the Farm "Improvement 
Association and those made by individ- 
ual farmers show that our lpcal seed 
cannot be relied upon unless careful 
termination teats are made. The tests 
made so far have varied from 95# to 
-40% germination. . Ordinarily we 
would not think of -planting corn whose 
germination was less 'than 90$. Th*re 
will not be .much seed corn planted 
with gemination higher than 95%; 
Indications are that' some corn will 
have to be Used for seed that tests less 
than 80 & 

Every Farmer in ' Lake County who 
has a supply of corn of any kind is 
urged to make germination tesis im- 
mediately to find out whether such corn 
. can be used for seed purposes. Some 
farmers have a supply of old feeding 
„ corn on hand. With feeding corn at 
$1.50 a bushel and with seed corn at 
$8.00 to $10.00 per - bushel it will pay 
any farmer to quit feeding his ear corn 
•which he has on hand until he finds out 
whether such corn can be used for seed 
purposes or not. The farmer who 
plants corn this year without previous- 
ly making a germination test is pretty 
sure to get fooled on the following crop 
as some or our seed that was gathered 
before frost, cured by artificial heat 
and properly, taken care of during the 
winter has shown a germination below 
80%. We cannot absolutely depend on 
corn that was gathered before frost 
and hung up to dry in- the crib or shed 
during the past, winter. The United 
States Department of Agriculture a 
■ few years ago made field tests with 
seed corn, gathered before frost and 
well cared for up to the time of plant- 
ing. Similar seed was gathered from 
the field in the fall and left hung in the 
crk throughout the winter. These two 
typeB of seed from the same source 
were planted alternate rowa in 10 acre 
fields the following season. The well 
cared for seed yielding from 7 to 18 
bushels more.perucre thun the 'seed 
cared for by the other method. 

You may think you know . good seed 
corn by sight but every seed corn man 
this year should back, up his judgment 
with germination teats. It U the only 
safe method to follow. Homo grown 
aeed is always best. Get such seed if 
you cun. It is cheap at any price if 
the germination is good. 

Some of our deulers have a small 
supply of seed corn on hand and they 
will be glad to give you information 
concerning its vitality, where such 
send was grown and its adaptation for 
Lake county conditions. 

Seed corn from centrai Illinois, Iowa, 
Missouri, or Indiana is not adapted to 
Lake county conditions. Some of our 
beat seedmen in Northern Illinois, Wis- 
consin, etc., have adopted the policy of 
Bending seed corn further south for 
some local farmer to grow in order to 
insure their supply for the following 
year. Such early corn taken south for 
for one season and then brought back 
north Will give good results. 

If you buy Beed corn this season 
locally be sure to got corn that has 
been teBted for germination, find out 
where such corn was grown and find 
out whether It is suitable for.your pur- 
pose. Any good local variety of Pride 
of the North; Wisconsin No. 7 or Silver 
King;, Golden Glow; or Wisconsin: No. 
12; Murdock; Minnesota No. 13; early 
Calico or Red corn are varities suitable 
for planting in Lake county. Other 
common vurietles such as Reids, Sil- 
vermine and Goldmine may be used for 
silage corn. If you cannotgeta supply 
of seed cord locally, the State Council 
of Defense stands ready to -help you 
out. "The Stato" Council of Defense 
has undertaken to handle seed corn for 
the farmers of Illinois only because the 
situation cannot be dealt with adequate-

The Council has 
no desire to interfere with the business 
of established seed corn men or regu- 
late their prices." 

There "are only two or three estab- 
lished see'd corn growers in Lake Coun- 
ty. 

All of the 'seed corn secured from 
the State Council' of Pofense in Lake 
county will be handled through the 
office of Farm Improvement associa- 
tion. Germination tests on such corn 
will be made by the University of Il- 
linois and any such farmer interested 
will be given the name and address of 
the grower of such corn und the exact 
price paid for the same. This com 
will be butted, tipped, shelled, sacked 
and delivered in car lots in Lakecounty. 
Prices charged forsuch.com will de- 
pond upon germination. Seed corn 
testing from 70 -to 79% will sell for 
$6; from 80 to 89% will sell for $8 and 
from 90 to 100% will Bell for $10. These 
prices are not high as some of our 
seed houses have been sending out 
quotations as high as $15 per bushel. 
The supply of aeed in the hands of 
moat of our big aeed companies is 
practically exhausted. Hence, this 
method of handling the seed corn situa- 
tion in Illinois under the able direc- 
tion of W. G Ekhardt. Administrator, 
assisted by the advisory comittee com- 
posed of some of the foremost men 
of Agriculture in the state.

I do not care here to enter into the 
differences I had with these men. It ia 
sufficient to remind all dairymen whorend 
the Milk News when I was president of 
the articles I wrote therein advocating 
plans that, if carried out, would have 
avoided this Waterloo that we have now 
met— loss of prestige, a price set be- 
low cost of production, and an animos- 
ity on the part of consumers that means 
a cutting of the demand 33 per cent. 

It is hardly necessary to say that 1 
consider the tactics of the prosecuting 
attorney of Cook county as mere cam- 
ouflage to make political prestige for 
himself and his assistant.

The 
thing I bewail 13 that the representa- 
tives of the milk producers should have 
deliberately fallen into the trap set by 
him. Whole dairy communities are 
fulldozed and afraid to talk, and Mr. 
Michels puffs and blusters and tells of 
what he as state's attorney of Cook 
county will do in Lake county and even 
in Wisconsin. Such is his egotism and 
conceit. And the dairymen have no 
one to calmly counsel and warn and ad- 
vise its members as to their rights) as 
to what the state law against combina- 
tions in retrain* of trade really mean, 
as to what they may do to protect them- 
selves. ; Hence this sporadic strike, 
occasionally lived up to bv all, but most- 
ly by only a few determined men in each 
community. Strikes are not won in 
this way.

Mr. Gilbert charged a fee of $500 for 
his work for the association.

DUCTION of an article It is practical- 
ly the same as the federal law which is 
not operative because congress 8aw that 
it had not fully considered the question 
when it passed the law and that farm- 
ers and small producers were being 
held down to slave conditions by cliques 
of strong, rich men, who would not 
give them a living price for their pro- 
ducts, and so when it voted money to 
the state's attorneys of the United 
States to enforce the law it specified 
lhat not one dollar of this money should 
be used to prosecute combinations of 
farmers. When our state legislature 
passed the state law it only considered 
that a few men, such, for example, as 
the meat packers, might combine lo 
mulct the people in higher prices. It 
completely forgot that large numbers 
of small producers had no other means 
of obtaining a living price • except by 
combining. Hon. Hiram T. Gilbert, 
author of tho Municipal Code law of 
the city of Chicago, and admitted to 
have one of the best legal minds in 
America, rendered an opinion for the 
Milk Producers' Association during my 
term as president, that, in his judg- 
ment, this state law would not apply to 
combinations of individuals seeking to 
obtain but a fair price for their com 
moditios. I fear this opinion has been 
forgotten as I doubt if it was even un« 
derstood by the hoard of directors of 
the Milk Producers' Association. .'This 
board only saw one thing, namely, that 



In the afternoon of one of the stormy 
days a tired team with a man who owns 
200 acres of land came into my vard 
He and his hired man had worked three 
hours in the snow to come one half mile. 
Ihis man was so exhausted- that 
was about to colapae, 
on he went bound to make 
creamery with his milk. We had 
only gotten back from the creamery 
w.tlv a strong team and five men from 
my farm. We stopped for dinner in 
town-a day apent in opening the road 
one and one half miles long, only to 
have it blown shut that night, to have 
the whole thing gone through again the 
nexMay. But we did not miss a de- 
livery. The labor we used came to 
more than the worth of the milk. The 
railroade did not make Chicago some 
days with thia milk, but the farmers 
dd not fail, and Mr. Hoyne, with Mr. 
Michels. now threaten us with dire 
prosecutions unless we keep this up 
Does he and others that laud him not 
know that men do these things not for 
money, not because of a. pride in the 
doing of their work. Does he not know 
that pride is what has made the inde- 1 
pendent farmer of America the peer of 
mankind? ^ And does he not realize that 
when this independen spirit turns it will 
augh at him and his edicts, and woe be 
to the food aupply of Chicago when 
this independent farmer decides to work 
but the ruling eight hours a day with 
vacation periods and under organized 
abor regulations. Mr. Hoyne is has 
tening this day. Each time he indicts 
a dairyman, even though he may have 
technical cause under the law, he 
arouses a spirit of animosity among 
thoueands, and such a spirit willnot 
"crease croDa - Thinking men muat 
know this, butl am told that the state'B 
attorney's office.of Cook county do not 
listen to thinking men.

M ! reminds one of mnny things, 
and among them the fact that 
the cost of living waH nn eco- 
nomical problem In Washing- 
ton's day, as It Is now. Fur- 
ther, tho first president set nn ex- 
ample which Is being followed today 
In some sections of tho country with 
all the acclaim of something new. The 
markets which are being opened for the 
purpose of bringing tho farm products 
jlo tho consumer, to the exclusion of 
tho middleman, are by no means a 
•twentieth century Invention. Most 
people don't know that George Wash- 
ington essayed truck gardening and 
the maintenance of a market wagon, 
to the no small blessing but the so- 
jclal dismay, of somo Alexandrluns, but 
it Is n fact. 

We read so much of the "groaning 
jboard," steaming Joints of luscious 
faro of all sorts In tho dnys of /jojo- 
nlal plenty, that we think the period 
h time of feasting and unlimited abun- 
dance, and recall but few of the hard- 
ships, of which there were many. It 
was to provide variety and to make 
his neighbors more satisfied with their 
lot that Washington sent his market 
wagon just once In bo often to Alex- 
andria loaded with the products of 
the farmyard and tho field of Mount 
Ternon. History does not tell us 
\ whether Washington reached the 
hearts of his associates more speedily 
by the short route of their stomachs, 
but there Is no doubt that his wise 
forethought brought 111 in both grati- 
tude and substantial reward. 

The Cart Goes to Town. 

Old Pnrson Woems, who has chatted 
eo glibly about life In Adexnndrla, tells 
us that there was a time there when 
the town had more reason to boast of 
Its beauty than Its capacity to glad- 
den the Inner man. To quote that rev- 
erend chronicler: 

The neighborhood of Belle Haven 
'(such was Alexandria's early nnme) 
was not n desert; on tho contrary. It 
was, In mnny places a garden spot 
abounding with luxuries. But Its In- 
habitants, the wealthy, were not wise. 
By the successful culture of tobacco 
they had money. And having filled 
their conch houses with gilt car- 
riages and their dining rooms with 
gilt glasses, they began to look down 
upon the poorer sort and to tnlk about 
families. Of course It would never 
do for such people to run market 
cartel Hence the poor Belle Haven- 
Ites, though embosomed In plenty, were 
often In. danger of gnawing their nails. 
And unless they could enter a lamb 
from some good-natured . 'cracker,' or 
a leash of chickens from the Sunday 
negroes, were obliged to sit down with 
long faces to a half-graced dinner of 
salt meat' and Journey cake. 

"This wnB the order of the dny, A. D. 
*59, when WnBhlngton, Just married 
to tho wealthy young widow Custls, 
had settled at Mount Vernon, nine 
miles below Belle Haven. Tho un- 
pleasant situation of the families nt 



that place soon renched his ears. To 
n mun of his character, with too much 
spirit to follow a bad example when he 
had the power to set a good one, and 
too much wit to look for happiness 
anywhere but in his own bosom, it 
could not long be questionable what 
part he had to act. 

"A market cart was Instantly con- 
structed and regulnrly three times a 
week sent off to Belle Haven filled 
with nice roasters, kidney-covered 
lamb and venl, green geese, fat ducks 
and gobblers, chickens by the bnsket, 
fresh butter, new-lnld eggs, vegetables 
and fruit of all sorts. Country gen- 
tlemen dining with their friends In 
town very soon remarked the welcome 
change In diet 'Bless us all I* exclaim- 
ed they, 'what's the* meaning of 
this? You Invite us to family faro 
and here you have given us a lord 
mayor's feast.' 'Yea,' replied the oth- 
ers, 'thank God for sending n Colonel 
Washington Into our neighborhood.' 

"Tho cat was thus let out of the 
bag, to the extremo mortification of 
tho 'Little Great ones,' that Colonel 
Washington should ever have run a 
market cart." 

Famous Carlyle House. 
Tho market where Washington sent 
his farm products lay right In the 
heart of Alexandria nnd upon a square 
about which stood some of the town's 
most noted residences and landmarks. 
Among these was the Cnrlyle house, 
nnd despite the passago of time and 
the physical changes wrought In that 
quaint Vlrglnln city, this historic homo 
survives intact today. The Carlyle 
house Is Intimately Identified with 
Washington's enreer and particularly 
with the very beginning of his mili- 
tary calling. 

As tho story goes, the bricks for the 
building were Imported nnd so, too, the 
stono of which It was built In 1732. 
John .S. Carlyle utilized for part 
of tho foundation a • portion of 
nn old fort, which many years enrller 
had stood guard against the Indians 
for the protection of English traders 
on Hunting Creek, ns the 'place was 
then known. The hnrracks of that ad- 
vance post of civilization became the 
cellar of the Carlyle house, and there 
In Its cool 8hadowH was stored the 
mellow wine that tickled the pnlates 
of those days. From the heavy beams 
overhead hung pendant the luscious 
hams for which Virginia is still noted. 
Another part of the old fort supports 
the plnza at the rear of the house upon 
which the main hallway ends. It was 
there, of summer evenings, that the 
Carlyles nnd their guests gathered, and 
It wns there the men' discussed the 
problems of the hour over n heart- 
some glass amid the soothing smoke of 
the fragrant Oronoko. Then, the gar- 
dens ran down to the river's bank nnd 
overlooked the docks at which the 
trading craft were moored — vessels] 
that came from over the sens to bar- 
ter the silks and riches of the far 
East, tho products of Europe, nnd the 
tropic nbundnnce of the West Indies 
In return for the famous .tobacco' with 
which Alexandria's one great ware-

Reference In tho lobby of a Wash- 
ington club was made to the keen wits 
of the rising generation when this 
story wns contributed by Representa- 
tive Joseph B. Thompson of Oklaho- 
ma:

house was filled. Washington was a 
very frequent guest nt the Carlyle 
house and. one enn easily Imagine the 
part he played In that atmosphere of 
bounteous hospitality nnd courtly 
grace. 

Tradition hns It that It was In thnt 
very house thnt Washington met ono 
of his few defeats. On the right of 
the broad hallway Is what was once 
n drawing room, said to have been fin- 
ished originally In white nnd gold, and 
there on many occasions Washington 
took an active part In the soclnl fes- 
tivities— leading many a fair Vlrgln- 
lon through the stately minuet nnd the 
less formal reel. The hnllway, Itself, 
If tradition be correct, hns Its own 
sentlmentnl Interest, for It wns nt the 
foot of the beautiful stnlrcnse of solid 
mnhognny thnt Washington awaited 
the coming of lovely Sally Fnlrfnx 
upon a certain evening, and, while es- 
corting her to the ballroom, offered 
that lady his heart and wns refused. 

On the opposite side of this same 
hall Is tho "blue nnd white room," 
which wns John Cnrlyle's particular 
retreat or sanctum. That room Is of 
especial Interest to us ns n nation, for 
It wns. thero that Washington re- 
ceived his commission ns a member 
of General Brnddock's ' staff In 1755. 
Whnt Washington learned upon that 
disastrous campaign against the In- 
dlnns nnd with British soldiers taught 
him much which Inter ho put to good 
service In behalf of his country. 

Braddock Took Possession. 

When Braddock arrived he accept- 
ed the proffered hospitality of John 
Carlyle and established headquarters 
there. The little blue and white room 
became the military council chamber, 
and It wns there* thnt the plnns were 
made for the campaign. Wnshlngton's 
previous experience ns n lender of Vlr- 
glnln troops ngnlnst the savages made 
him all the more welcome at the con- 
ferences, nnd his keen Judgment and 
practical advice earned for frlin Brad- 
dock's admiration nnd won for him his 
colonelcy upon tho general's stuff. 

We who count our dollars and make 
our purchases In hard coin but little 
reullzc the part the "vile weed" played 
In nil commerclnl transactions In Vlr- 
glnln ISO years ngo. The fragrant 
Oronoko tobneco had a fame which 
reached to Europe, and this was the 
common medium of exchange. The 
Incense of this lenf, ns It were, bought 
the English bricks with which old 
Christ church in Alexnndrln wns built 
In 1773. The church was designed, bo 
It hns been snld, by one .Tnmes Wren, 
reputed to hnve been n relntlve of the 
architect of London's fnmous St 
Paul's. Washington worshiped at 
Christ church. History tells us thnt 
It was within the shadow of that sa- 
cred structure, after services one Sun- 
day morning In the summer of 1774, 
thnt he earnestly ndvocnted the renun- 
ciation of allegiance to the king of Eng- 
land. Always deliberate and Intensely 
devout, one enn gnther something of tho 
spell which his words must have cast 
upon his fellow churchmen upon thnt 
occasion. 

There nre mnny houses In Alexnn- 
drln today that were In their prime 
when Washington wns In their midst 
nnd closely Identified with them not 
only socially but officially Intermit- 
tently during his' youth and Just prior 
to his death.

Signing Up for Public Service 

Enrollment of "U, S, Shipyards Volunteers" started 
in a rush in Chicago and throughout the state on the 
first two days of the special week set aside for that pur- 
pose, In Chicago alone nearly 8,000 signed up, and from 
all parts of the state came reports of results compar- 
atively as satisfactory. Hence the outlook for getting 
Illinois' full quote of 23,662 men seems bright. 

The purpose of the enrollment is to get an army uf 
250,000 men enlisted, so to speak; they do not enlist in 
reality, who may be called when the government needs 
them in the shipyards. And regarding the need, Ed- 
ward N. Hurley, chairman of the United States Shipping 
Board, telegraphs the following to Charles A. Munroe, 
Director of the Public Service Reserve, who has the en- 
rollment in charge: 

"Permit me to extend to you and through you to all 
your enrollment agents the thanks of the United States 
Shipping Board for your efforts in connecting the work 
of enrolling shipyard volunteers of the United States 
Service Reserve which has been put in your charge. No 
more important patriotic service can be performed than 
that with which you are entrusted. Upon the thorough- 
ness of your canvas of your communities for men skilled 
in trades useful in shipbuilding and willing to enroll as 
shipyard volunteers will depend in large measure the 
success of the whole military and industrial program of 
your county for the coming year. Other industry must 
wait upon the production of ships. I trust you will not 
relax in your efforts until the full quoto for your state 
is reached." . 

Under the direction of Mr-rMifnrqe, enrolling agents 
have been named in each„canty of the state, in some 
•counties half a dozen, the whole number being 230. 
Everywhere they Have been busily engaged in getting 
fS^L'-t6\give the government their names and their qual. 
• ifications for shipbuilding work, and to sign pledges to 
be ready for government service when they are wanted. 
"It is made particularly plain by the government that 
no men should go to shipyards now looking for immedi- 
ate jobs. The men are asked to enroll only, not to give 
up present employment until they are called. And the 
government is asking all those who are skilled in the use 
of tools, almost any kind of tools from a paint brush to a 
pneumatic riveter, to join the reserve and be ready, be- 
cause the quarter of a million is to be needed soonu „

Certain Small Ruts That Are Usually 

Wet and Soft Determine Load 

Farmer Can Carry. 

The worst holes In the road always 
determine the load the former can 
market No stretch of roadway Is uni- 
formly good, because every road lias 
certain small spots that are usually 
soft and wet. Theso spots cause more 
trouble than the rest of the road com- 
bined. How these spots tire to be im- 
proved depends on the character of 
the soil, and the nature of. the coun- 
try. Many, such spots owo. their char- 
acter to a soft subsoil, due to springs. 
Before these roads can be permanent- 
ly improved they must he under- 
d rained. If a tile Is laid In these 
places there will usually be no trouble 
In the future. The surface of the road 
should then be filled with dirt and 
crowned, so any surface water may 
run off. If this Is done there will be 
no trouble from subsurface water. 

Many roadways that are closed In 
with shade trees are bad. If a goodly 
portion of the scrub timber along these 
roads be removed, the ground will dry 
out and no trouble result If the char- 
acter of the soil Is soft and pliable, so 
that It will not pack and remain firm, 
new material should bo applied to the 
surface. The best and cheapest mate- 
rial for Improving roads Is gravel. 
Where gravel beds are accessible a 
day's work with a team and wagon 
will Improve any roadbed permanent- 
ly. If the soil Is very sandy an 8-Inch 
application of clay to the surface will 
eJTect wonders. The road patrol should 
speud a considerable portion of Its 
time In remedying the bad spots in the 
road.

In "deep mud 
on a country rond the wlde-tlred wag- 
on pulls 0.2 per cent easier. On the 
country road with a thin surface of 
mud or deep dust, however, the nar- 
row tires pull 4.0 per cent easier. In 
a cornfield tho wide tires pull 30.5 per 
cent easier, In a dry alfalfa Held 17.7 
per cent easier, and on a dry country 
road 10.2 per cent easier.

. Washington, Feb. m-Presldent 
•^Wilson, has telegraphed Will ha L. 
. Hutcheson, general president of the 
'Brotherhood of Carpenters and .loin 
ers, that he can see nothing to he 
.gained by conferring with him person- 
ally "about the strike of shipyard car- 
penters until he has accepted and 
acted upon tho principle that in the 
present, circumstances of the .nation 
' uo body of men has the right to strike 
iiinttl every method of adjustment has 
been tried to the limit. 

The president's message was sent 
In reply to one received from Hutch- 
eson saying he had been unable to | 
reach nii' understanding with officials 
of the shipping board, but felt that if 
given' an opportunity to lay the mat- 
ter before the president a solution 
couW be arrived at quickly. It was 
made public on Sunday, as follows: 
"William L. Hutcheson. 
"General President United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners of 
"America. 

"New York." 

"I have received your telegram of 
yesterday and am very glad to note 
"•: the expression of your desire as a pn- 
'"■/.trlotlc citizen to assist la carrying on 
;'■ the work by,, which we are trying to 
^•r save America and meu everywhere 
.('who work and are free. 

"Taking ndvautage of that assur- 
ance, I feel It to be my duty to call 
ftn'your attention to the fact that the 
V strike of the carpenters in the ship- 
yards is In marked and painful con- 
. trust to the action of labor In other 
§ trades and places. Ships are abso- 
■ ' lutely necessary for the winning of 
; "ithls war. No one can strike a dead- 
lier blow at the safety of the nation 
land Its forces on the other side 
than by Interfering with or obstruct- 
ing the shipbuilding program. 

"All the other unions' engaged In 
this indispensable work have agreed 
to abide by the decision of the ship- 
building wage adjustment board. 
That board has dealt fairly and lib- 
ierally with all who have resorted to 
lit. I must say to you very frankly 
jthatlt is your duty to leave to It the 
Solution of your present difficulties 
■with your employers and to advise 
Ithe men whom you represent to re- 
turn nt once pending the decision. 

"No body of men has the moral 
irlght In the present circumstances of 
'the nation to ' strike until every 
fcnethod of adjustment 1ms been tried 
to the limit. If you do not act upon 
this, principle you are undoubtedly 
giving aid and comfort to the en- 
|emy, whatever may be your own con- 
scious purpose. 

"I do not see that anything will he 
Uhy-niy^seoing you personally, 
i Mi you have aocepteir lihd acted 
upon that, principle. It Is the duty 
lof the government to see that the 
best possible conditions of labor are 
maintained, as It is also Its duty to 
see to It that there Is no lawless and 
'conscienceless profiteering and that 
duty the government has accepted 
and will perform.

Conference Which Will Start on Feb- 

ruary 25 Will Take Up Every

Washington, Feb. 18.— "This is la- 
bor's war. It must be won by labor, 
and every stage In the fighting and 
the final victory must count for hu- 
manity. That result only can justify 
the awful sacrifice." 

This Is the conclusion reached In n 
statement given out by tiro executive 
council of the American Federation of 
Labor pledging labor's loyalty to the 
United States and Indorsing President 
Wilson's wur alms placed before con- 
gress.

The declaration says the peace par- 
leys between Russia and Germany

Americans Play Spectacular Role Dur- 
ing Big Raid In Champagne 
Region. 



With tho American Armies In the 
Field, Feb. 10. — American artillery 
played a spectncular role In the big 
French attack In tho Champagne re- 
gion on Wednesday. The artillery 
preparation for the French attack, 
which penetrated to the third German 
line, lasted more thnn six hours. The 
Yankee gunners were working like 
beavers all this time.

Paris, Feb. 10. — Bolo Pasha on 
Thursday was sentenced to death for 
treason. The court-martial which con- 
demned Bolo to death deliberated for 
only 15 minutes. Darius Porchere, nn 
uccountnnt, who wns a codefendant, 
was sentenced to three years' Impris- 
onment. Flllppo Cavalllnle, another 
codefendant, who Is under nrrest In 
Italy, was sentenced to death, although 
ho Is not within the court's Jurisdic- 
tion. Captain Moract, prosecutor, fre- 
quently punctuated his argument with 
the emphntlc request, "I demand a sen- 
tence of denth." 



Washington, Feb. 10.— President Wil- 
son on Thursday directed Attorney 
General Gregory to Investigate the 
much-discussed' Hog Island shipyard 
contracts, which have been adversely 
criticized before the senate commerce 
committee, and determine If there has 
beeu any criminal misuse of govern- 
ment funds. 

The president also directed the at- 
torney general to work In conjunction 
with Chairman Hurley of the shipping 
board in his Investigation. About 
§42,000,000 of government money has 
been Involved in the Hog Island pro- 
ject, Ih which the American Interna- 
tional corporation, headed by Frank A. 
Vanderllp, president of the Nutlonul 
City bank, has ilgured. 

Chairman Hurley of the shipping 
board has notified Assistant General 
Manager Bowles of the Emergency 
Fleet corporation that It may be neces- 
sary to cancel the American Interna- 
tional corporation's contract for build- 
ing tho government shipyard under 
construction at Hog Island, Pu. 

Testimony before the senate com- 
merce committee, investigating the 
whole subject of shipping contracts, 
has developed statements that the gov- 
ernment will be obliged. to spend be- 
tween $40,000,000 nnd $50,000,00, 
where government nnd civilian experts 
estimated $21,000,000 would suffice. 

This testimony developed charges by 
Representative Lenroot (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, on the floor of the house that 
through laxness in the letting of con- 
tracts the Amerlcirti International und 
Its subsidiary were placed In position 
to loot the treasury of millions of dol- 
lnrs. 



With Ihe American Army in France, 
Feb. 20.— General Pershing bus .com- 
pleted n two days' Inspection of the 
American sector northwest of Toul. In 
n "tin hat," with a gas mask swung 
over his chest at the alert position, the 
American, commander In chief walked 
through all tho first line trenches, 
splashing through the mud and Blip- 
ping on the ice. He dropped down In- 
to the dugouts and visited batteries 
busy hurling 'iron rations" at the en- 
emy. 

In all places the general asked In- 
numerable questions, especially of the 
men, with regard to food, how they 
were and how they liked conditions. 

All except one cook ngrced that they 
were perfectly satisfied with every- 
thing. The cook told General Pershing 
that he wanted some greenstuff. 

Throughout the Inspection tour Gen- 
eral Pershing limped a little, his ankle 
having been Injured slightly n few days 
ago. At the batteries the general ask- 
ed the artillerymen the same questions 
as he put to the Infantrymen, making 
sure that they all were contented nnd 
had no cause for complaint. 

As the time for more active military 
operations on the western front ap- 
proaches, the American expeditionary 
force is widening Its sphere of activ- 
ity along the front lines. Not only do 
American soldiers hold a sector of the 
front east of St. Mlhiel, but American, 
artillery Is helping the French In 
Champagne and Infantrymen In com- 
pany with French units are holding the 
front lines In one of the most famous 
battle fronts In the world. 

The Germnns again dropped bombs 
near the plnco where the American 
field hospital was, apparently not 
knowing it had been moved. No dam- 
age was done.

At 
the same time the gun crew fought off 
another submersible from the stern.

CAPT. VERNON CASTLE KILLED 

Well-Known Dancer-Aviator, Recently 
of Flanders, Loses Life 
In Texas. . 

Fort Worth, Tex., Feb. 18.— Cap t 
Vernon Castle of the British royal fly- 
ing corps wns killed on Friday .when 
flying In his airplane 15 miles west of 
Fort Worth. 

Castle had made over 150 flights 
over the German lines and was the 
hero of many exploits in tho wur zone. 
His work had been especially on the 
Flanders front and covered a period 
of nine- months. He came to Fort 
Worth lost October along with Lord 
Welleslcy. 

Captuln Castle, in trying to avoid a 
cadet, swerved his machine beyond 
hlB control, fell and was unable to 
right himself. The cadet wns an 
American, but wns being instructed by 
the British. The accident happened 
close by the Benbrook Held. The cadet 
was uninjured. 

New York, Feb. 18.— Vernon Castle 
had n nntlonal reputation as a dancer. 
His homo wns here. With his wife, 
also a graceful dancer, he attained 
great popularity several years ago as 
a teacher of modern dance*. When 
the war broke out both of the Castles 
become Interested in war work and Mr. 
Castle took up aviation. 

Mrs. Castle was prostrated upon re- 
ceiving the news of her husbund's 

death. 

Under military escort, the body of 
Vernon Castle was forwarded from 
Fort Worth to New York. 



Pctrogrod, Feb. 20.— Kiev, one of tho 
principal cities of the Ukraine, was 
captured by the bolshevlkl on Febru- 
ary 8, after sanguinary fighting. Tho 
casualties were estimated at 4,000 
killed and 7,000 wounded. While the 
fighting wns at Its height on Thursday 
the city was bombarded by bolshevlkl 
agitators. Polish troops have defeat- 
ed the bolshevlkl at Boghulsk, 85 miles 
southeast of Minsk. Other Poles nro 
advancing toward Smolensk. Counter- 
revolutionary Polish legions were de- 
feated by the bolshevlkl at Minsk on 
February 0, the Polish forces suffering 
heavy casualties, according to a dis- 
patch to the semiofficial news bureau 
dated ut Minsk, February 7. Rou- 
manians control the Akkermnn district 
of Bessarabia and are threatening 
Odessa. In the battle of Odessa on 
February 4 between the bolshevlkl nnd 
moderates hundreds were killed. The 
city wns bombarded by warships. Bol- 
shevlkl army commanders claim to 
have defeated forces of General Alex- 
left under the command of General 
Erdelll on February 9 and to have oc- 
cupied Tugnnrod, a Russian seuport In 
the Don Cossack territory.

Washington.— Seven million taxpay- 
ers will contribute this yeur, In pro- 
portion to their Income, to the cost of 
the wur. The estimated revenue to bo 
collected under the war revenue act of 
October 3, 1017, Is $2,500,000,000, of 
which $000,000,000 Is lu Individual In- 
come taxes. More than 0,000,000 per- 
sona who never before have paid un 
Income tux will be assessed. 

"Liberty tax" is the designation giv- 
en the levy by Daniel C. Hoper, com- 
missioner of Internal revenue. The 
title Is an apt one, for the revenue to 
be derived under tlie war revenue act 
and the proceeds from the sale of the 
Liberty bonds are to be used for the 
same purpose, to feed, clothe and fur- 
ulsh with ammunition tho Amerlcun 
armies. The owner of a Liberty bond 
Is entitled to feel a pride also in the 
possession of an Income tar receipt. 

Many persons shured la the prosper- 
ity of 1017. Merchants, farmers, busi- 
ness and professional men and em- 
ployees were beneliclarles. To Insure 
u continuance of prosperity each must 
assume a share of the common bur- 
den—a burden so distributed that 
every man Is assessed according to his 
Income. Better for the American peo- 
ple to puy to their own government a 
Liberty tax of $2,500,000,000 than a war 
Indemnity to Germany of muny times 
thut amount. 

Who Must File Returns. 

Now Is the time to flle your Income 
tax return. 

Income tax forms may be had from 
collectors of Internal revenue. These 
have beeu prepared In the simplest 
form possible and with a little care 
and attention taxpayers should be able 
to fill them out to the satisfaction of 
themselves and the government 

If raurrled or the head of a family, 
and your net Income for 1017 was $2,- 
000 or more, you ure required to file 
with the collector of internul revenue 
In the district in which you live a re- 
turn of your income for the calendar 
year. If single und your income was 
$1,000 or more you are required to 
make such a return. These returns 
must be In the haads of collectors not 
later than March 1, 1018. 

The normal rate of tux under the 
war revenue uct of October 3, 1017, Is 
2 per cent on Incomes above the 
amount of exemption, which Is $2,000 
In the cuse of married persons or heads 
of families nnd $1,000 in the caso of 
single persons. The old Income tax 
uuder the uct of 1010 still is In effect, 
so that the total of your tax will bo 
the sum of these taxes added together. 
Under the act of 1010 tho normal rate 
of tax Is 2 per cent on Incomes of mar- 
ried persons in excess of $4,000 and 
on Incomes of single persons In excess 
of $3,000. 

For example, if you are married and 
your net income for 1017, was $5,000 
you will he taxed $80. This Is 2 per 
cent on the amount above the exemp- 
tion of $2,000 under the uct of 1017 and 
2 per cent on the amount above the 
exemption of $1,000 uuder tho act of 
1010. 

Exemption for Children. 
If married or tho head of a family 
you are allowed un additional exemp- 
tion of $200 for each dependent child. 
If under eighteen years of ago or In- 



capable of self-support because defec- 
tive. A taxpayer Is considered to be 
the head of a family if he is support- 
ing one or more persons closely con- 
nected with him by blood relationship, 
relationship by murriage, or if his duty 
to support such person Is bnsed on 
some moral or legal obligation. 

Women us well as men are subject 
to the tnx. 

The combined net Income of a mar- 
ried couple living together Is assessed. 
If. for example, the husband eurns 
$2,000 and the wife $1,000, they will 
have to pay a tax of $20, provided they 
have no children. 

A widow, a woman living apart from 
her husband, or n maid is assessed on 
her net Income above $1,000. 

"Net Income" means gross Income, 
loss certuln deductions provided for by 
the act. 

In arriving at your net Income you 
are. allowed to deduct from gross In- 
come all expenses uctunlly pnld during 
the year In the conduct of a business, 
trade or profession. These Include 
the amounts paid by a farmer In pre- 
paring his land for a crop and the 
cultivation, harvesting and marketing 
of the crop, the cost of seed and fer- 
tilizer used, the amount expended for 
labor In curing for live stock nnd the 
cost of feed. The farmer may deduct 
also the amount paid for repulrs to his 
burn or other farm buildings, but not 
the dwelling, and for repairs to farm 
fences, mnchlnery, etc. The cost of 
materials for Immediate use and of 
small tools which are used up In the 
course of a year or two, such us bind- 
ing twine, pitchforks, spades, etc., Is a 
deductable Item, but not the cost of 
threshing machines, tractors nnd ma- 
chinery of a more or less permanent 
character. Rent paid for a farm may 
be deducted. 

Deductions Allowed. 
A merchant may claim as deductions 
the amount expended for advertising, 
hire of clerks, and other employees, 
cost of light, fuel, water, telephones, 
etc., used In his place of' business, 
drayage and freight bills, the cost of 
operating delivery wagons or trucks 
and cost of their repair. 

A physician may deduct the cost of 
medicines and medical supplies used 
by him In the practice of his profes- 
sion; expenses puld in tho operation 
and' repair of an automobile used In 
professional calls, clues to medical so- 
cieties and subscriptions to medical 
Journals; expenses of attending medi- 
cal conventions, rent paid for ofllce 
rooms and the hire of office assistants, 
and cost of fuel, light, water, tele- 
phone, etc., used In ofllce rooms. 
Amounts expended for books and surg- 
ical Instruments are not allowable as 
a deduction. 

This, in u general way, outlines the 
ordinary expenses incurred by a farm- 
er, merchant or professlonnl man, and 
the principles underlying these allow- 
ances are equally applicable In the 
case of any business, trade or profes- 
sion. In short, all expenses connected 
directly and solely with an income- 
producing business, trade, profession 
or vocation are allowable deductions. 
You may deduct also from gross In- 
come debts actually ascertained to bo 
worthless and charged oft within the 
year, and losses sustained la business 
or trade or from fires, storms or theft. 
If not compensated by Insurance or 
otherwise. Rensonnble allowance Is 
made for the depreciation of property 
on account of wear aad tear In the use 
of business. Depreciation of your resi- 
dence IS not allowed, but If you rent 
property to others, depreciation can be 
cluimed. 

Items to Be Included. 
■ You nre required to Include under 
gross Income the following Items: 

Salaries,- wages, commissions or 
compensation of whatever kind for 
personal services. 

All profits derived from busl 
trade or commerce. 



Profits from the sale of property, 
real or personal. 
Rents. 

Interest on notes, mortgages, deeds 
of trust or other securities Issued by 
individuals, partnerships, etc. 

Interest on bonds/ mortgages, dccdB 
of trust or similar obligations of cor-, 
porutlous. Joint stock companies or In- 
surance compunles. 

Interest on bank deposits, Including 
savings banks. 

Income received from "fiduciaries, 
thut Is, amounts received from in- 
comes of estates, trusts, etc., through 
trustees, administrators or executors. 
Dividends on stock, whether re- 
ceived as cash" or stock. Only divi- 
dends paid out of earnings or profits 
accrued since March 1, 1013, are tax- 
able. 

Net partnership profits, whether di- 
vided and distributed or not. 

Royalties from mines, oil nnd gas 
wells, patents, copyrights and fran- 
chises. •■ 

Heavy penalties are provided for de- 
linquents. If you ure late In filing 
your return you are subject to a fine 
of not less than $20 nor more than 
$1,000, and, in addition, 50 per cent of 
the amount of the tnx due. For mak- 
ing false or fraudulent returns the 
pennlty Is a fine not exceeding $2,000 
or not exceeding one year's Imprison- 
ment, or both, in tlie discretion of the 
court, nnd, in addition, 100 per cent of 
the tux evaded. For fulling to pay tax 
when due, which Is on June 15, 1918. 
tlie penalty Is an assessment of 5 per 
cent of the amount unpaid, plus 1 per 
cent interest for each month during 
which it remains unpaid. 

Government Keeps Check. 
The man who thinks that failure to 
make proper returns might escape un- 
noticed is making a serious error. The 
government hus a checking system by 
which it will be informed of delin- 
quents. * 

The task of collecting the revenue to 
be derived under the war revenue act 
devolves upon the bureuu of Internal 
revenue. Revenue officers are visiting 
every county in the United Stutes to 
assist taxpayers In making out their 
Income tax returns. The dute of their 
arrival and the location of their ofllce 
may be ascertained by Inquiry of col- 
lectors of- internal revenue. These 
government experts will furnish you 
with return forms and answer any 
and nil questions ns to how they 
should be filled out Their services are. 
offered without cost. You should re- 
member, however, that failure to see 
the official who visits your county does 
not relieve you of the duty Imposed by 
Inw to file your Income tax return 
within tlie time prescribed. The tax- 
payer must seek the government, not 
the government the taxpayer. 

Every effort has been made to In- 
form persons subject to the tnx of 
their duty, and Ignorance of the law 
will not be accepted as an excuse. De- 
linquents need expect no leniency. 

If, on nccount of illness or absence 
from home, you are unable to render a 
return within the time prescribed, you 
may obtain an extension of thirty days 
by filing with the collector of internal 
revenue of your district a request 
therefore before March 1. In this you 
must state your reason why tlie return 
cannot be rendered within tlie time 
specified. ' Collectors are not author- 
ized to grant extensions of more than 
thirty days, but this authority Is 
granted the commissioner of internal 
revenue In meritorious cases. If such 
extension Is desired the request should 
bo addressed to Commissioner of Ia- 
teraal Revenue, Treasury Department, 
Washington, D. C. 

Agent May Act for You. 
You may appoint an agent to act for 
you If, by reusoa of illness or absence 
from home, you ure unable personally 
to render your return. Your agent 
must make affidavit that he has suffi- 
cient knowledge to make return for 
you nnd must uccept responsibility for 
and be willing to assume the penalties 
for a delinquent, false or fraudulent 
return. 

The best advice that can be offered 
to taxpayers in connection with the 
filing of their income tax returns Is: 
"Don't delay." By prompt action you 
are co-operating with your government 
In the greatest task It has ever under- 
taken, the defeat of German autocracy 
and the establishment' of a world-wide 
and lasting pence. Every patriotic 
American will pay these Liberty taxes 
cheerfully and promptly. The man 
who seeks to evade them Is not only 
dishonest, he Is disloyal. When dis- 
covered, as he will be, he will be made 
to suffer the full consequences. •

SPRING CARE OF HIGHWAYS 

Go Over Road With Grader to Clean 

Out Dltches-rFill All Ruta 

With New Material. 

Every spring heforo tho ground be- 
comes too hard the road should ho 
thoroughly- gone over with n grader to 
clean put the ditches, so that the water 
may have n free outlet. The ruts and 
holes should he filled, elevations In tho 
road nnd shoulders on the side of the 
road planed off, the grade Improved, 
and the road put In good condition. 

Earth roads have n pronounced tend- 
ency to rut. When ruts begin. to ap- 
pear on tho surface great care should 
bo used In selecting new muterlal, with 
which they should he filled Immediate- 
ly. Ono fundamental principle that Is 
of special Importance In the repair 
of any: road Is that whatever innlcrlnl 
Is used In the construction of the sur- 
face, the same material — liiid no other 
—should be used In Its repair. A good 
road with n surface of clay should he 
repaired by using clay, a gravel rOad 
with gravel and a surface of limestone 
with limestone.
